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Reasons for allowance 

1 . Claims 1-14 and 22-27 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1-20. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest the recited constructional unit further including a 
plurality of spacers arranged between the frame and the cover, the spacers being 
formed to define a gap therebetween; and an adhesive provided in the gap that 
attaches the frame to the cover and simultaneously seals the gap. Although the prior art 
of record teaches an adhesive bonding the spacers and the cover, the prior art of record 
does not teach the adhesive is provided in the gap that attaches the frame to the cover. 
The prior art of record also does not teach or suggest the recited constructional unit 
further including an adhesive provided between the frame and cover that attaches the 
frame to the cover and seals a region between the frame and the cover, the region 
having indentations that provide repositories for the adhesive. The prior art of record 
does not teach indentations that provide repositories for the adhesive. 

The prior art does not teach motivation or suggestion for modification to make the 
invention as instantly claimed.
